One complaint, though — on page 10, 
panel 6, you-have Dr. Octopus thinking, “The security 
police aren’t apt to notice an extra pipe or two up on the 
ceiling.” That’s just like him saying, “The security police 
aren't apt to notice an extra former atomic scientist up on 
the ceiling.” The two spectacular Spider-Man versus Dr. 
Octopus battles were well handled. My brother and I, 
after reading one of your comics, analyzed it. From our 
studies we have found: 1) Too many of your villains are 
formerly “the greatest atomic scientists in the country.” 
2) You put in many instances, much more wording into 
the captions than the actual panels. 3) Your villains use 
too formal language for a hectic situation. 4) Many of 
your heroes (Sgt. Fury, for example) give the inexperi- 
enced reader the impression that they are inhuman rough- 
necks. A good example is the cover of Sgt. Fury #1. It 
depicts him saying, “Keep movin’, you lunkheads! Nobody 
lives forever! So get out the lead and follow me! We got 


us a war to win!” If all of your stories are as good as #3 | 


you'll go a long way. ;
